WASHINGTON’S BIRTH DAY IN FRANCE. 
Paris, February 23, 1824.--The bitth day 
of Washington was celebraicd by. the Ameri- 
cans in Paris, on the 2ist, the. 22d being Suan- 
day. They met to the number of about forty, 
at the Quadrant Bleu, and partook of a dinner 
served up in the greatest style of elegance. 
Mr. Barnet, our Consul, presided, with the 
Marquis de La Fayette on his left, and Me. 
Sheldon, our Charge-des-Affyires, on his right. 
The flags of France and the United States 
were displayed behind the Presiden<’s chair, 
and two wreaths were suspended, one on the 
right, enclosing the name of Washington, and 
the other on the left, enclosing that of La Fay- 
ette. Those only who have seen the table of 
a fashionable French restorateur, arrayed for 
a pablic dinner, can imagine the taste and fan- 
cy which were displayed on this occasion. 
Nothing is calcu:ated to make an American 
esteem his country so much as a visit to Eu- 
rope. “ Home, sweet home,” the land of 
“ virtue, liberty, and independence,” is never 
so dear, 2s when viewed in contrast with the 
vice aud despotism which reign over these 
lands. So we all thought, or seemed to think, 


'whea we came together to celebrate one of 


the most animating American anniversaries. 
You will see that we could not fail to be ina 
patriotic mood. The set toasis were necessa- 
rily circumspect, on account of the modified 


, kind of liberty which prevails here; and the 


volunteer sentiments sent to the chair were 
very judiciously catled by the President, whe 
is a careful man. I send you a list of some of 
the toasis.

PERKINS’s Steam Encine. It was eur intention 
to have remained silent upon the subject of Perkins’s 
improved engine, until the ultimate experiments had 
been exhibited: but the repeated enquiries made rel- 
ative to his interesting invention, induce us to commu- 
nicate such information as we are enabled from time 
to time to collect. . The public have doubtless con: 
sidered that the silence which bas for seme time pre- ’ 
vailed upon this interesting subject, must be constru- 
ed into a tacit acknowledgment that the project has 
failed. It is acknowledged that such an inference is 
warranted; but when a reasonable cause is stated, 
perhaps ‘he nearly exhausted Patience of the scien- 
tific world may, for a short time longer, be kept from 
sinking. The fact is, that after all the endeavears 
which have been made to construct a geuerator, none 
had been produced which wostd hold the steam its 
greatest pressure, without very eonsiderable leakage 
at the joints and rivets. This Necessarily reduced the 
power which a perfect vessel would have been Capa- 
ble of exerting, and under these circumstances Mr.
